' WOLVERINE ADDED To zoo 


Splendid Specimen Captured by Old 
Timer in the Rockies 

There hag just been added to the 
Banff Zoo one of the most important 
captures made in the mountains. dur- 
ing recen* jears. The new addition 
is a splendid specimen of the wol- 
verine, which was captured by Joe 
Smiith, a well known old timer, who 
came to the mountains with the 
C.P.R. construction, who has never 
since left them, and who knows all 
the ways of every wild creature in 
his wide domain. -Joe captured him 
in an ordinary trap, and it took four 
hours to get him into a suitablé box 
for shipment from Castle to Banff, 
where he has been housed jin one of 
the coyote cages next to the river. 

This is the most: vicious and. dan- 
gerous animal in the mountains, and 
the hardest to capture; while he kills 
an immense number of deer annually. 
history is less known than any 
of, the other animals, but that he is 
the oldest denizen of these wilds is 
generally admitted by the mountain- 
eers. This specimen is yet very shy 
and retires to-the den, snarling, at the 
approach of sight-seers, but he will be- 
come used to his surroundings in time, 
although there is no case on record of 
of any of these animals being tamed, 
even when captured as very’ young 
cubs. 


Can Write Anywhere 


Sir Gilbert Parker, the Canadian 
novelist, has something like twenty- 
five hooks ‘to his credit, and several 
of tis novels have achieved great 
popularity. One of them, “The Seats 
of the Mighty,” was presented in 
dramatic form by Sir Herbert Tree. 
Sir Gilbert Parker is one . of those 
fortunate authors who can write any- 
where, and under any conditions.

MACHINES FMITATE BIRDS ° 


New Invention Which Will Use Wind 
to ths Exclusion of Other 
Motive Power 
A new type of flying machine. the 
object of which is to enable a man 
to imitate birds in utilizing the wind 
to the exclusion of other motive pow- 
er, was described at the congress of 
the Society of Savants in Paris. The 
invention is that of Dr. A. Magnan, 
and the flight it is intended to make 
is a kind of a continuous volplane. 
After the ‘manner of large birds 
the apparatus is provided with a 
spreading tail and two tapering 
wings, the wings bving so placed as 
to enable it to remain motionless.

“While it is trué, as Mr. Churchill 
gaid,. that. the naval forces could. be 
concentrated. under a United Com- 
mand.on the chief.features of opera- 
tion,, it should not be forgotten that 
the empire’s naval problem is a dual 
one. Not only should the imperial 
power be developed in relation to the 
world’s problem. in order that there 
should be an imperial navy: to fight 
in any or every sea, when iniperial in- 
terests are threatened, bit world-wide 
preparations must be combined to 
make it possible to concentrate forces’ 
at any point wherever the dominions 
have the greatest menace, Australia 
hopes that the imperial fleet will be. 
so developed and organized that this 
country shall be in no Way dependent 
absolutely on treaty obligations vith 
any foreign power whatever. 

“The British government is anxious 
for a conference of self governing do- 
minions, including Canada and South 
Africa. The first Australian fleet unit 
is being completed, but to what point 
is the Australian policy developing? 
Mr. Churchill has departed from the 
agreement by which the imperial goy- 
ernment undertook to send to the 
Pacific a ship for every ship put into 
commission by Australia. Mr. Church- 
ill has proclaimed that ships of an in- 
ferior calibre will do verr well for 
the Pacific. Australia is entitled to 
something more than that statement: 
She is entitled to free and full dis- 
cussion. Of imperial defence with 
every unit of the empire.” .

ROM THE PULPITS AND THROUGH THE. PRESS the 
subject of death penalty versus life imprisonment is being 
‘discussed widely as a close follower on the death Jobn Krat- 
chenko will meet next month for the murder of a fellowman. 
It is noted in many instances that the view taken ‘of capital 
punishment is not as pronounced as it Was some yéars ago, 
when the law togk its own course and when petitions were in- 
frequent and seldom effective. . 

In the case of Krafchenko, however, there is not a single 
reason why he should not meet the fate his judge has been 
responsible for. He is an example of a man that should be 
done away with to preserve suciety. His life-has been a series 
of crimes since he was able to imitate the actions of criminals. 
He has carefully planned since his youth the details of a course 
which has led him to the gallows. The development ct society 
demands his death. His life of vielence is not deserving of 
any consideration from those who live around him, 

Krafehenko’s case is not one without precedent. 
of crimes have been committed in Canada for which criminals 
have paid the maximum penalty. Their death bas heen a 
credit to the laws of the state, yet when it is considered that 
many have laid down their lives for a crime they did not eom- 
mit there is little wonder that the agitation is becoming more 
general for life imprisonment.

Explorer of High Temperatures . 
_ “The highest honors of the scienti- 
fic world await exploration, in the 
unknown fields of temperature 
Strange as it may 8eem, we really 
know very little about temperature. 
Between the temperature of tke sur- 
face of the sun, estimated at 6,000 
degrees centigrade, and absolute 


centigrade, very ‘little has ever been 
discovered. " 

The field of research has been prac- 
tically restricted to 725 degrees, or 
between the temperature of liquid air 
(minus 200 degrees) and the first vis- 
ible red of heated fron (plus 325 de- 
grees). We, know that ct a tempera- 
ture of 1,000 . degrees. centigrade 
twenty-nine metals become liquid; at 
1,069 degrees gold fuses; tungsten 
melts at 3,000 degrees, and here be- 
gins the 
héat. The hottest thing 6n’ earth .is 
the electric furnace, with a tempera- 
ture.of nearly 3,730 degrees. In this 


intense heat even the diamond can} 


be melted and boiled like water, 

But this is barely half way to the 
temperature of the surface of the 
sun, and it is thought that research in 
these higher temperatures will ulti- 
mately result in thé greatest discov- 
eries of the age. What these discov- 
erles may be no One can forsee, any 
more than anyone could have foretold 
aed results of the discovery of’ rad- 
um.

The flowers at thi: elevation are 
usually small. of delicate ¢ints and 
very “beautiful, but lacking in frug- 
rance> Owing to the absence of mois- 
ture in the atmosplere freezing does 
not affect vegetation at this altitude 
as it dces nearer sea level. The flow- 
ers, after having been completely 
covered With snow for a day or two, 
will regain their former vigor after 
the snow departs, althougu they will 
appear slightly wilfed for : few dzys 
after their snow bath. 

There is a tiny little flower of four 
petals far above timber line. which is 
usually about 11,500 feet above sea 
level. So closely does it follow the 
melting snow that it is often possiblo 
tq stand on one spot, pluck flowers 
with the right hand and make gnow- 
balls With tho left.
